Its the solumn judg- 
mentof the civilized world that the republic of 
Texas established her right to, and her ability to 
maintain nn untrammelled independence, by the 
brilliant victory which the blood, the noble daring, 
nd the intrepid heroism of her sons purchased 
upon the sanguinary ficld of San Jacinto. But the 
Hehtof Texas to an independent existence as to 
Moxico, if not before settled and fixed, was soset- 
fled and fixed by the act of annexation, and is not 
properly the question before us; I mention it mere- 
[yto introduce as testimony upon the point now un= 
der consideration, the provisions of a treaty com- 
mented upon by the gentleman, which resulted from 
the vietory of the Texans upon that occasion. Af 
ter the baitle of San Jacinto, on the 21st of April 
1845, Santa Anna, who commanded the defeated 
remnant of the Mexican army, acting upon the au- 
thority reposed in him byhis government,in conjunc- 
tion with the Texan commander, signed a treaty 
the third article of which is in the following word.

observed itas such from that time to the present. 
But the gentleman from Tlinois says that in making 
ning this treaty, “Santa Anna didl not assume 
to act asa magistrate or the authorised officer of tbe 
ropublic.” Like other statements which the honor- 
able genilesman has made here, this, sir, bas no foun 
dation in truth, On the contrary, Santa Anna di 
assume to act asthe magistrate, and as an aulhori- 
zeil officer of the Mexican government, having been 
officially authorized by his government, through 
Filisola, his second in command, who, through good 
fortune, had escaped capture. “When Filizola had | 
communicated the news of their defeat to his gov- 
ernment he received from Flornel, the Mexican min- 
ister of war, on the 20th of May, (ten or twelve days 
before the ratification) an official document, which 
contained among other things, the following:

No, sir, it is not (rue that 
this treaty was unauthorized by the Mexican gov- 
croment; 50 far froinits being unauthorized, it might 
have been made ten times more favorable to the 
Texans,by the recognition of their title toastill more 
southwestern boundary than the Rio Grande,and it 
would still have been ‘the bantling of the Mexican 
nation herself, as Filisola and Santa Anna were en- 
dowed with unlimited authority. Now, I cannot 
but think that the gentleman from Illinois regards 
this treaty, if really authorized by the Mexican 
governtaent, a3 establishing beyond question the 
Fight of ‘Texas to that river ns her boundary.

the part of Mexico, and by President Burnett, on 
the part of Texas—signed by Santa Anna, by vir~ 
tue of the same authority to which I have already 
alluded, that authorized him to concur in the treaty 
already coromented upon, The fifth article of the 
treaty to which [ allude, is in these words:

Nor is it only in treaties that Mexico, through her 
proxies, has recognized the title of Texas to the 
Whole territory between the Nueces and the Rio 
Grande. In his pronunciamento, immediately suc~ 
ceding the battle of Buena Vista, the Mexican 
general, no doubt upon the authority of his_gov- 
srimment, boldly declared that if the United States 
would withdraw her armies to the east bank of the 
Rio Graude, Mexico would proceed, without de- 
lay, to enter upon negotiations for peace; but sol- 
emoly avowed that a3 long as our soldiers occupicd 
Mexican territory, the war shou'd continue.
